Washington, Sept. 26.—The 
cabinet at its*meeting today de- 
cided to restrict prohfbition en- , 
forcement operations within the 
three-mile limit at sea except in 
cases where ships beyond that 
limit are in communication with 
shore through their own crews 
and small boats. 

Prohibition enforcement offic- 
jals, ft was said authoritatively, 
would be cautioned to observe 
this decision. 

The subject of searches for 
contraband liquor beyond the 
three-mile limit formed the prin- 
cipal topic of diseusion before 
the cabinet. Examination of 
municipal law authoritizing cus-

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THE MILITARY BIBLE 


Col. James A. Moss, United States army, 
will, upon his own application, the war de- 
partment has just announced, be retired from 
active service after more than thirty-two years 


service. Colonel Moss has writen more mili- 
tary books, thirty-five in number, than any | 
other military author the world has ever 
known. Several of his works have for sév- 
eral years been standards in the regular army, 
the national guard and the organized re- 
serves. More than three hundred thousand 
copies of one of his books, ‘‘Manual of Mili- 
tary Training,” were used duririg the world 
war. Throughout the’ national army it was 
popularly called ‘The Military Bible.’’ 
Colonel Moss is also the author of the 
present system of correspndence in use in the 
Tintted States army, a modern, common sense 
systemt which several years ago superceded 
the old unbusinesslike, verbose form of in- 
dorsemént and cumbersome method of letter 
writing. When General Leonard Wood was 
chief of staff of the army he pud Colonel 
then enotain) Mcss placed on duty in nis 
Oifice for the special purpose uf reducing aud 
Simplifying the then burdensome | admitis- 
trative work of the army.
